IRRIGATION MATTERS. 


What Has Been Done in the TV»y of 


Selecting Sltei for Storing Water and 
Reclaiming Arid Lands. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 4.—J. C. Pilling, 


Acting Director of the Geological Survey, 
has reported to the Secretary of tbe Inter- 
tor, concerning the progress mada during 
January in tha survey for irrigation - and 
reclamation of arid lands in the West. 
The total area surveyed was 3,650 sqsare 
miles. Operations are being continued in 
California, 
Colorado, Idaho, Montana, 


New Mexico and Nevada. 


In the hydraulic division one field party 


in California baa commenced a thorough 
rinrvey of Clear Lake, with a view lo 
ascertaining its capabilities as a reservoir 
aile. 


Donnor Lake, near Truokee, in the 


Western Nevada section, is being surveyed, 
and it is thqnght that by the construction 
of dams two miles below the lake's outlet 
a large body of water can be stored at a 
veiy moderate cost. 


The work in the Bio Grande section was 


confined to a careful survey of a very large 
reservoir site which seems practicable by 
the construction of a dim in the Rio 
Grande river, near El Paso. This project 
report says, is one of profonnd interest, 
and perhaps will involve international 
questions. 


COLtlSA COUNTY IRRIGATION. 


Bonds to Be Put on the Market in Two 


Districts. 


OBLAND, September 3.—To-day the di 


rectors of the Kraft Irrigation district, or 
dered advertisements for offering $50,000 
in bonds of the district for sale on Octobe 
1st. 
This amount is of the issue of $80, 


OOP voted for constructing irrigation works 
i4flB3&trict. The district contains 14, 
OOaWlTnorth of Orland. 


The SouthBide Irrigation district also or 


dered $50,000 in bonds of the issue o: 
$100,000 voted for the construction of ir- 
rigation works. The bids to bo openec 
October 1st. 
There is not much doubt en- 


tertained bat these bauds will sell, as the 
districts are organized the same as tho Cen- 
tral district, which the Supreme Court de- 
clared legally organized. 
Tbe two dis- 


tricts embrace 40,000 acres of ezuellen 
land for irrigating. It is thought that the 
advancement of thoso districts will built 
up country and town. Considerable life in 
the way of improvements is manifested al- 
raady as a rssuit of the organizations,

STANFORD UNIVERSITY. 


Instruction to lie Commenced Next Year 


—Arrangement of the Buildings. 


Th« Bulletin says: 
None of the Stanford University build- 


ings will be in condition for beginning in- 
struction this Fall term, but by a year 
from now it is calculated to begin educa 
tionnl work. 


With the idea of stamping upon the Uni- 


versity its general character from the out- 
set, the buildings are cow being prepared 
for the simultaneous operation of its vari- 
ous departments. The fitting anri furnish- 
ing of the buildiugg are to be made to suit 
thu ideas of tho most experienced profes- 
sors. 


The interior measurements of the largest 


q'.iadiangle, which is cow surrounded oa 
all sides tiy the new buildings, are 580 feet 
in leiioth by 24G foot in width. The quad- 
rangles to the right nnd left will be some- 
what smaller. An arched walk extends all 
nrouncl tbe quadrangle, aud beyond it are 
tho tifiht complete buildings, while the 
ninth, the chapel, is now in course of 
oonstrncTion. Between the two front build- 
ings is the liirge archway of stone, and di- 
rectly across tbo quadrangle from it Is the 
chapel with its tall tower. In addition to 
these buildings the engine-honse, boiler- 
house and one of tho workshops, all dis- 
tinct buildings, have been finished. To 
th« left, aud in Jiont of the quadrangle 
buildings is the dormitory for boys, while 
to the right tbe dormitory for girls will 
soon rai-o its walls.

000,000 of receipts are derived from a
